HE Emperour having come to certain 
Refolutions touching Affairs of Religion 
in Silefia, in Compliance co the King of 
Sweden's Intercetiion, particularly to 
grant 5 Churches to rhe Proteftants of 
Upper Silefia on Condition they make over in Fx- 
change to the Roman Catholicks, 5 others that they 
can beft fpare; thofe Refolutions have been commu- 
nicated to the Swedifh Secretary Sternhoeck refiding 
here, wich an Intimacion that his Court would ex- 
pec the King of Swedens Autwer, and are defirous 
to know whether Baron Straknaeim will come 
ther with the Prore:. nec’ pacies thar are for 
from Silefia, to agéce On che Part of the King 
his Mafter on this Ata of Religion. The slere- 
mony of the Marnage cf the Princels of Wolfem- 
buttel by Proxy, which was to b: perform’d the 
16th Inftant, is put off to the 22d, becaufe the Em- 
prefs-Dowager who has taken on her the Care of 
the Preparations for that Princefs’s Departure (which 
which is cefign’d to be the Vay aiver the Celedrati- 
on of the Marriage ) has {pent feveral Days in De- 
votion, and in that Vinze would not hear of any 
worldly Affairs, fo tha: a!’ ig not ready yet for the 
faid Marriage and Journey. Yeltcrday a Confe- 
rence was held with the Veu.:iar. Ambaffador, a- 
bout the Ceremonial to be obferv i on the Part of 
the Republick in treating the Princefs in her Paffege 
through part of their Lerrirories to the Milancze ; 
which is a very difficult Point ro fcttle, becaufe the 
Republick have not scknowledg’d Charles the Third 
for King of Spain. The Jefcires and other iccle- 
fiafticks have prevail’d wich our Bithop Rummel, to 
follicit the Emperour earneftly not to allow the Pro- 
teftants in Upper Silefia the 5 Churckes above-men- 
tion’d ; bur ‘tis hop’d his Imperial Majcfty being 
already fo far advanc’d, will not go back from his 
firft Refolution, but prefer the common Caufe and 
the Counfel of his wifeft Minifters to thofe Sollici- 
tations. The Bithop of Ofnabrug has defir'd a Pafs- 
port from the Court of France, that in his Return 
from conducting the Royal Bride of King Charles 
to Barcelona, be may pafs through the Territories 
Spain and France to his own Country: But ‘tis re- 
fus'd him, becaufe he conducts a Bride to a Prince 
whom they do not own. '

Turin, Aprilit., fhe Duke of Savoy is return’d 
hither from Suza. His Roya! Highnefs went in Per- 
fon with 2000 Mento take a View of the Fort of 
Exiles on the Frontier of Daupoine ; and meeting 
a Detachment of the Knemy in his Way, charg’d 
and routed them. General Rhebi der was pu: into 
Poffeffion ot ibe Office of Commander in Chicf of 
his cl Forces auring his Stay at ouza. 
Geneiai Coun. Guido Staremboeig having haa 
veral Conferences here with our Duke, went away 
Poft the 4th Inftant for Milan, whence he is to go 
to review the Troops defign’d for Cataluniz, and 
haften, their march to Genoa wheic they are im- 
baik, Preparations are made for owe opening the 
(Campaign inthe Begioning of May, there being al- 
reeay Grafs enough on the Ground for the Herfe ; 
And agreat Quantiy cf Bifcuit is begun io be 
bak'd here for the Ufe of the Army. Sixty Packs 
of Cloaths ate fent fiom hence to Suza for the 
Trocps Garrifun’d there, with a good Numucr of 
Tents and fome Stores of Amniunition. The Number 
of Workmen.that have been fur fome time employ’d 
in undermining fome of the Eminences and levelling 
o:hers that command that Place, is doubled. 

Milen, April 14. Great Preparstions are made 
here for the Reception of the Frincefs of Wolfem- 
buttel ; and 12 Deputies are chofen out of the prin- 
cipal Gentlemen of this Durchy to meet ker at Bref- 
cia and conduct her hither. "Tis rumour’d that the 
Contibucicns furnifh'd by this State towards main- 
taining the Trocps of the Emperovr and King 
Charles, are to be increas'd 5000 Livres a Day. 
Court Guido Staremberg being return’d hicher from 
Turin, will fpeedily go to Genoa to imbark for Bar- 
celona. His Excellency made over to the Duke of 
Savoy in tke Name of the Emperour, Part of the 
Territory belonging to Novara : With which his 
Royal Highnefs appears to be well fatisfied, and bas 
promis’d to openthe Campaign early and endeavour 
to enter Dauphine. Recruits for the Imperial Troops 
arrive in great Numbers from time to time in this 
State. 

From the Amft. and Leid. Gaz. dated April 27. 

Venice, April 14. ‘The Advices from the Dutchy 
of Parma tell us, that Recruit-Horfes for re-mount- 
ing the Imperial Cavalty pafs'd that way daily. The 
Imperial and Pruffian Troops that are in the Man- 
tuan, the Dutchy of Piacenza, and the, Country 
adjacent, are to march out of their Quarters to- 
wards the End of this Month, to joyn the Duke of 
Savoy’s Forces in Piemont. We have receiv’d Ad- 
vice, that the Turkith Fleet is fail’d. from the Dar- 
danells ; but tis not certainly known what Courfe 
they have fteer’d. Signior Vendramino is fer our 


for Dalmatia, where he is to exercife the Officesof ~ 


Proveditore.General ; and the 16th Inftant Signior 
Mocenigo isto imbark for the Levant, being ap- 
pointed General of the Sea, Several Galleys and 
Men of War having on board Soldiers and Provifi- 
ons, lye ready to Sail under his Command. They 
write from Orbirello, that Succours from Naples 
are arriv’d at San Steffano, where they are landing 
‘Cannon, Mortars, and Troops to reinforce the Pafts 
poffefs'd by the Imperialifts, and to compleat the Re- 
duétion of Porto-Longone and Porto-Ercole. The 
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Chevalier Nani lately Ambaflador ar Rome, is elec- 
ted by the great Council to go Ambatfador to Con- 
ftantinople in the Room of che Chevalier Giuftini- 
ani.
